Whereas if they hav 
chaunged ſuch cuſtomes, and embzaced thb true Chziſtian 
faith, J am perſwaded it would likewiſe will in them, 
to chaunge ſach Armes and impzeſes ; and in ſt&d of thoſe 
molt ranenous denourers, to place. in their Banners 
fimple and houſholde' beaſfes, hewing thereby to the 
wo2ld Chaſkian ſimplicitte , friendlinefle and lone, as by 
the Gwle, the Lambe, the Turtle Doue , and (ſuch liks 
harmelefle things. 


But beyond theſe, they ſhould ſhewe themſelues poſs 
ſefſed of all g@d and honourable cuſtome , if they would 
take the Ae fo2 their pzopper Armes, as that Noble 
focietie of the Cittie of Vicenza hath vene , who ener 
hath helde in effeeme , and univerſally vſed the En- 


figne of the noble Aſle , whiche was taken from ths 
Paduans, 


in their Et 
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Paduans in a controuerſte,and had long time bene hangey 
bpon the gallowes : becauſe the ſaid Communitie of V i- 
cenza knew not ſo lone, that the people of Padua had han- 
ged vp the Ale, which they had ſent ts conenannt with 
them, to gine them dinerſe burthens of entrailes, which 
cloathed oaer and filled with hogges fleſh cut into (mall 
pieces, we call a @aulſage, which by the Aſſes vopce was 
oft times ſpecified in them, But when V icenzians had ef/ 
fectually executed the ſame , the @aulſage was imparted 
to the people of Padua, andthe Ade taken downe from the 
gallowes immediately : from whence enſued this ſong of 
childzen, which even vatil this day the youth of Padua vſe 
to fing,on the banging of the ſaid Aſle,to wit;
